Dear Ron: 


We understood as a result of our 22 June 1978 meeting concerning 
Title IV of H.R. 12240 that the Department of State would provide us 
with additional language to include in Admiral Turner's letter, and if 
acceptable to us we would redo the letter and send it to you for final 
coordination. The Department had not done this, and we have therefore 
Imade the revisions in the letter and I am sending it to you for final 
coordination with State and Justice. We have made the following two 
changes: in paragraph 3 on page 1, we have made more explicit that 
the SCC will be studying the ramifications of admission of aliens not 
only for counterintelligence but for foreign intelligence purposes 
(this I believe takes care of State's interest in having the Jetter at 
least raise the implication that the legislation could have a recriprocal 
affect); and specific reference is made to the fact that the letter repre- 
sents the views of State and Justice. We have not included a specific 
reference to Helsinki; we believe this is unnecessary and at any rate 
the more specific reference to possible ramifications on our foreign 


intelligence programs would include implication to Helsinki-related matters 


Let us know as soon as possible if the letter is acceptable ta 
everyone so we can forward it to the Congress.
